the convention— such an effort, in 
other words, as m ight possibly be 
m ade on behalf of th e president, 
even if he did not Intend to bo a 
candidate. 


The Garner announcem ent was 
regarded also as a direct appeal to 
th e rank and file of the party.

President Garner formally entered 
the presidential race today— and 
became the first Democrat openly 
to seek 
his 
party’s nomination 
without indicating that he would 
step aside if President Roosevelt 
should seek a third term. 
The colorful Texan went on rec­ 
ord in a terse 44-word statem ent 
just before leaving his Uvalde, 
Tex., home for a hunting trip.

said:

A can­ 
didate should be selecteed at pri­ 
maries and conventions as provid­ 
ed by law, and I sincerely trust 
that all Democrats will participate 
in them.”

Some capitol politicians imme­ 
diately professed to see in Gar­ 
ner’s wording a statement of op­ 
position to any efforts that m ight 
be made by anyone to obtain dele­ 
gates for trading purposes or to 
control the balance of power at 
the convention— such an effort, in 
other words, as might possibly be 
made on behalf of the president, 
even if he did not intend to be a 
candidate. 
The Garner announcement was 
regarded also as a direct appeal to 
the rank and file of the party.

(IP) -— Hand-to- 
hand fighting

which French troops repulsed an 
attacking German company "with 
heavy losses” was 
reported 
to­ 
night by the French command for 
the first time in weeks. 
The evening communique said 
the attack began early this morn­ 
ing after heavy artillery prepara­ 
tion. 
The communique read: 
"The enemy attempted a raid 
about 6:15 this morning (1:15 a. 
rn. E. S. T.) on one of our 
out­ 
posts east of the Moselle river. 
"The raid was carried out by a 
detachment of approximately 
a 
company after artillery and Min- 
nenwerfer preparation 
and 
was 
protected by artillery and heavy 
machine gun fire during the en­ 
gagement . 
"The attacked post defended it­ 
self energetically up to hand to 
hand fighting. 
"The enemy was repulsed with 
heavy losses and left in our hands 
arms and material. 
"They succeeded in taking two 
prisoners who were able to escape 
by profiting by our fire and re­ 
joined our lines.”

H itler Order Awaited 
Many informed persons believed 
the Graf Spee would take advan­ 
tage of tonight’s darkness to try 
to run the gauntlet of British war­ 
ships outside the harbor if every 
effort to obtain a time extension 
failed. 
Pointing the steel clad nose of 
his fight-beaten pocket battleship 
straight, at the open sea, Captain 
Hana Langsdorff of the Admiral 
Graf Spee waited quietly tonight 
for a direct order Trom Adolf Hit 
ler before risking everything on a 
dash for escape through a mighty 
ring of avid British men o’war. 
Naval authorities of several na­ 
tions said only such a command 
from 
Nazi 
Germany’s 
fuehrer 
would start the Graf Specs com 
mender on the desperate ^gamble 
which probably would mean sacri­ 
fice of his ship and its 800 young 
crew men. 
The alternative was Internment 
for the rest of the war. and Cap­ 
tain Langsdorff had only a m atter 
of hours in which to decide. 
The German minister to U ru­ 
guay, Dr. Otto Langmann. rushed 
to the foreign office to confer with

Minister Alberto Guani 
early this evening— "on instruc­ 
tions from my government." 
He 
followed the British minister, Eu- 
gen 
Millington-Drnkc, 
who con­ 
sulted with Guani In an Intense 
diplomatic prelude to the threat­ 
ened major sea battle. 
B ritish Ships Invisible 
The nature of their conversa­ 
tions was not disclosed. 
The Ger­ 
man ambassador to Argentina, Dr. 
Edmund Yon Thermann, flew- to 
Montevideo from Buenos Aires to 
assist Dr. Langmann. 
As darkness gathered the only 
signs of activity on the Graf Spee. 
beyond the work of men complet­ 
ing repairs, were occasional puffs 
front the funnel and the sound of 
pumps, which have been running 
since the ship entered the harbor 
Wednesday night.

"Only the greatest 
miracle can save the Graf Spee 
if she puts to sea." 
In anticipation of seeing a se­ 
quel to W ednesday’s battle, thou- 
hands of Uruguayans m ade plans 
to spend tho week-end at shore 
areas along tho jutting coastline. 
U ruguay’s foreign minister, Al­ 
berto Guanl, sent a spirited pro­ 
test to both Great Britain and 
Germany for bringing their battles 
not only within the Pan-Amertcan 
"safety belt’* but into Uruguayan 
territorial waters.

LANDPROGRAM 
IS SUGGESTED 


Public Use of Delinquent 
Tax Land In State 
Recommended 


Lanelni. Dec. 18. (IP)—^The state 
conteryatlon department has for- 
t^arded an outline of procedure to 
local governments In northern 
Michigan to assiet In 
obtaining 
public benefit from tax-delinquent 
property reverting to the state. 


The department Is acting on a 
policy laid down by the conserva­ 
tion commission which asserts: 


1. That city and other local gov­ 
ernmental units be given prefer­ 
ence over private applicants in se­ 
lecting parcels desired for public 
governmental purposes, and that 
the local units be charged a nom­ 
inal fee of one dollar per deed for 
such land. 


3. That the state cooperate 
with local units 
in 
exchanging 
state land for private property de­ 
sired for public use by the units. 


3. That the state cooperate with 
local units in formulating plans to 
“bring about orderly development 
of real estate, reduce local govern­ 
mental coats, improve public ser­ 
vices and make state land avail­ 
able for public purposes. 


2,500,000 Acres Involved 
P. J. Hoffmaster, conservation 
director, said “in other words, we 
are 
saying to the local govern­ 
ments: “Tell us what you would 
like to do with the land and we'll 
?o as far as the law will permit In 
helping you.” 


The lands involved are among 
2,500,000 acres reverting to the 
conservation commission north of 
the Bay City-Muskegon line. 


The instructions to local offi­ 
cials said; “Any of the properties 
which have reverted to the state 
and which are not applied for by 
the former owners within 30 days 
following November 2, 1939, will 
be available to the municipalities 
or other governmental units such 
as the county, township or school 
district, if they can show a legiti­ 
mate public use to 
which 
such 
properties can be put. In some in­ 
stances. the city or village may 
desire for municipal use, 
lands 
outside the corporate limits.'* 
Various Uses Suggested 
Suggested 
uses 
were 
parks, 
school or city playgrounds, winter 
iports, community and school for- 
86ts, public building sites, 
high­ 
way or street purposes, parking 
ireas, welfare gardens, airports or 
places to obtain sand and gravel. 


Such land also can be used by 
the department to trade for pri­ 
vately owned land desired by 
municipalities for public purposes, 
the department said. Or, it point­ 
ed out. state land may be traded 
for privately owned lots on the 
outskirts 
of 
towns 
where 
no 
tewers, water mains 
or 
streets 
have been laid. 


The department said the Tillage 
of Kingsford in Dickinson county 
planned to move houses Into de­ 
veloped districts rather than go to 
the greater expense of extending 
public services.

Lansing, Dec. 16. (IP)—The state 
conservation department has for­ 
warded an outline of procedure to 
local

property reverting to the state. 
The department is acting on a 
policy laid down by the conserva­ 
tion commission which asserts: 
I. That city and other local gov­ 
ernmental units be given prefer­ 
ence over private applicants in se­ 
lecting parcels desired for public 
governmental purposes, and 
that 
the local units be charged a nom­ 
inal fee of one dollar per deed for 
such land. 
2. That the state cooperate 
with local units 
in 
exchanging 
state land for private property de­ 
sired for public use by the units. 
3. That the state cooperate with 
local units in formulating plans to 
“ bring about orderly development 
of real estate, reduce local govern­ 
mental costs, improve public ser­ 
vices and make state land avail­ 
able for public purposes. 
2,500,000 Acres Involved 
P. J. Hoffmaster, conservation 
director, said “ in other words, we 
are 
saying to the local govern­ 
ments: “ Tell us what you would 
like to do with the land and we’ll 
go as far as the law will permit in 
helping you.” 
The lands involved are among 
2,500,000 acres reverting to the 
conservation commission north of 
the Bay Clty-Muskegon line. 
The 
instructions 
to local offi­ 
cials said: “ Any of the properties 
which have reverted to the state 
and which are not applied for by 
»he former owners within 30 days 
following November 2, 1939, will 
be available to the municipalities

h e I'nited State.'? still has its free press. 
Di.^^palches from Europe are 
as

curate as they can be under the limits Im­ 
posed by foreign censors and propaganda 
subterfuges.

Scarlet fever, however. Dr. Ton- 
iiey said is a source of immediate 
concern. It has been prevalent for 
several weeks in Wells township, 
Rapid River and Brampton. Lately 
three cases have appeared in Es­ 
canaba among school children. 


The doctor requested the united 
cooperation of all citizens and the 
medical profession to keep scarlet 
fever out of the Escanaba schools. 
He asked that parents keep school 
children at home from the first 
aign of a sore throat and find out 
whether it is due to scarlet fever 
or some other cause. He also re­ 
quested physicians to report scar­ 
let fever cases promptly by tele­ 
phone to thè County Health 
De­ 
partment. (Escanaba844), so that 
immediate steps can bo taken to 
exclude other susceptible children 
of the family from school. 


Scarlet fever. Dr. Tonney said, 
Ifi a very serious disease of child­ 
hood, often.resulting in disabling 
complications 
such as heart dis­ 
ease, middle ear and mastoid in­ 
fections and kidney ailments.

He is 61-year-old Charlies T. 
Winegar, officially,“Personnel Di­ 
rector” of the corporation, but ac­ 
tually counsellor to tiie husbands 
and wives and children who make 
up the families of the peoplo who 
work in the office and factory of 
the numerous units of the big 
motorcar corporation. 


Office in Hanitrainok 


Winegar, one time lawyer, who 
abandoned the legal profession for 
the important bu8iness~-“the big­ 
gest business in the world,” he 
calls it—of ministering to human 
beings and luiman needs, has an 
office In the old Dodge plant in 
suburban Hanitramck. 


For the past week the office 
desks and tables have been piled 
high with children’s dresses, dolls, 
small toy carts and the like. 
To 
morrow 
these 
and 
additional 
thousands of similar pieces de­ 
signed 
to 
revive the faith of 
small children in Santa Claus will 
be assembled in the Chrysler Jef­ 
ferson avenue display room to be 
distributed among the families of 
Chrysler workers In this area. 


There will be 3,000 Christmas 
stockings .loaded with gifts and 
goodies; 2,000 dolls, supplied by 
the corporation and dressed by 
woman 
employes 
and wives of 
workers; there will be hundreds 
of the small carts, each containing 
two gifts suitable for small boys, 
and the home-made diesses in­ 
tended 
for youngsters up to 14 
years of age. 


The older boys have not been 
forgotten, cither, for theirs has 
been the privilege of fashioning 
the 
carts 
out of m aterials and 
with tools furnished by the cor­ 
poration. 
These youngsters, be­ 
tween 12 and 15 years old, sons 
cf employees, are members of the 
boys 
craft 
club, part of what 
Winegar and his associates in the 
sociological work like to call the 
“tomorrow departm ent.” 


To Wluegar, tall, slender and 
soft spoken, there Is something 
considerably more im portant than 
Just the assembling and distribu­ 
tion of Christmas gifts in this an­ 
nual undertaking. 


It is but a “seasonal“ manifes­ 
tation of a work he carries on 
throughout the year. 


Winegar 
doesn’t 
like to talk 
about 
himself 
or 
about 
his 
achievemenls, but you don’t have 
to talk with him more than five 
minutes to realize he is intensely 
interested in his Job of promoting 


the welfare of his fellow human 
beings. 


Xo 8mn1l Job 


“This problem of human needs,” 
he explains, “will be with us indef­ 
initely. The hope ;*.4d the convic­ 
tion we have is that out of the 
minds 
and 
hearts of those we 
serve, might we not expect to be­ 
lieve n belter and finer attitude 
towtird the business and civic spir­ 
itual 
life 
of 
the 
nation 
will 
come?” 


Administering the sociological 
work of a corporation with 70,000 
workers is no small job, but to 
Winegar it Is a life time vocation, 
that he discovered as he was near­ 
ing middle age. 


“It may take you the greater 
part of your life to find the thing 
you’re interested In as a life-time 
career,” he said, “but ultimately 
yoii will find it. 
I found it after 
38 years of groping—the problem 
of human needs.” 


Native of Escanaba 


W inegar is a native of Escana­ 
ba, Mich. 
He was graduated in 
law from the University of Michi­ 
gan in 1904, but makes no secret 
of the fact he cared little for the 
profession. “I was of what you 
might call the ‘curbstone’ rather 
than the ‘blackstone* variety," he 
explains. 


W inegar 
joined 
the 
Dodge 
Brothers Corporation, 
later 
the 
key unit of the vast Chrysler in­ 
terests, in 1915. 


“My law training came in han­ 
dy occasionally,” he says, “ when 
some of the folks around the of­ 


fices needed legal papers, drafted, 
but my interest was in the future 
of the individuals who worked In 
our offices and factories. \ The re­ 
sults of our labors in th at direc­ 
tion have proved we were Justi­ 
fied in the expense and effort that 
have. been devoted to , the work.” 
W inegar's post as^' “personnel 
director” has nothing, to do with 
employment in the various Chrys­ 
ler plants. 
That functlOii is han­ 
dled by an entirely, unrelated de­ 
partment. 


His ■ responsibility— or 
as he 
terms it, his “prlvilege’’--Ti8 the 
administering of all welfare and 
sociological work connected with 
Chrysler 
activities. 
He is also 
head of the Chrysler Industrial 
Association, which fosters recrea­ 
tional 
and 
cultural 
activities, 
looks after the employes’ life and 
health Insurance and, in general, 
helps individuals and families In 
emergencies. 


A group of nurses, operating 
under his direction, make periodi­ 
cal calls on the families of all the 
workers. 


“We know the family condition 
of 
practically 
every employee,” 
Winegar 
explains. 
“Not 
infre­ 
quently a Chyrsler worker who is 
‘not doing so well at home’ will 
come into my office with a griev­ 
ance— real or imaginary. 
Usual­ 
ly. I refuse to talk with him until 
he brings his wife along. 
Then 
we talk things over and usually 
they go home much happier.” 
Helps Workers* Sons 
Winegar believes, with his as­ 
sociates, that “the ambition of a 
boy is to be a man and to do the 
things that men do,’* and almost 
all of his efforts among the young 
sons of Chrysler workers, spring 
from that philosophy, 


“To enable the boys to realize 
this ambition,” he says, “ we have 
the ‘crafts groups’ which repre­ 
sent an experiment In bringing to­ 
gether boys, men, machines and 
tools and letting boy nature work 
to its own ends.” 


Besides supplying wood, metal, 
leather and other m aterials, Wlne- 
gar’s department has established 
a “ library of tools” from which 
the youthful 
workers can draw 
w hat they need Just as they get 
books from the public library. 


Many of these tools, such as 
lathes 
and 
jig-saws are power 
driven. 
All are exactly suited to 
the Job to be done in order that 
the boys may have the satlBfaction 
of 
working with “grown up” 
equipment. 


“We give the boy ft workshop 
in his own home, by loaning him 
these tools," Winegar points out. 
“It takes the boy off the street; 
it brings him closer to his father 
and we find that by bringing him 
close to an expert craftsman, we 
arouse in him the desire to ac­ 
complish things— to 
do 
things 
with his hands. 
Incidentally, we 
never have lost a single hammer, 
screw 
driver 
or chisel through 
this program.’*

The D elta County H ealth De­ 
partm ent yesterday reported a de­ 
cline In chickenpox cades am ong 
th e children in and about 
Escan­ 
aba. 
Dr. Fred O. Tonney, Delta 
county health officer, said th a t the 
current outbreak has been mostly 
confined 
to 
N orth 
Escanaba. 
W ells, Rapid River and Bram pton 
with a few scattering cases in the 
north woods rural areas 
of 
the 
county. 
Scarlet fever, however, Dr. Ton- 
ney said is a source of im m ediate 
concern. It has been prevalent fox- 
several weeks in W ells township, 
Rapid River and Bx*ampton. Lately 
three cases have appeared in Es­ 
canaba am ong school children. 
The doctor requested the united 
coopei-ation of all citizens and the 
medical profession to keep scarlet 
fever out of the Escanaba schools. 
He asked th a t parents keep school 
children at home from the first 
sign of a sore th ro at and find out 
w hether it is due to scai-let fever 
or some other cause. He also re­ 
quested physicians to report scar- 
let fever cases px-omptly by tele­ 
phone to the County H ealth 
De­ 
partm ent, (E scanaba844), so th at 
im m ediate steps can be taken to 
exclude other susceptible children 
of the fam ily from school. 
Scarlet fever, Dr. Tonney said, 
is a very serious disease of child­ 
hood, often resulting in disabling 
com plications 
such as h eart dis­ 
ease, m iddle ear and m astoid in­ 
fections and kidney ailm ents. 
If we all w-ork together, he said, 
we may succeed in keeping it out 
of Escanaba.

beings.

“ This pi'oblem of hum an needs,” 
he explains, “ will be with us indef­ 
initely.

serve, m ight we not expect to be­

but my interest was in the future 
of th e individuals who worked in 
our offices and factories.

tion have proved we were ju sti­ 
fied in the expense and effort th a t 
have been devoted to the w ork.” 
W inegar’s post as “ personnel 
director” has nothing to do with 
em ploym ent in the various Chrys­ 
ler plants. 
T hat function is han­ 
dled by an entirely unrelated de­ 
partm ent. 
His . responsibility— or

he 
term s it, his “ privilege’’—-is the 
adm inistering of all welfare and 
sociological work connected w ith 
Chrysler 
activities. 
He is also 
head of the Chrysler Industrial 
Association, which fosters recrea­ 
tional 
and 
cultural 
activities, 
looks after the employes’ life and 
health insurance and, in general, 
helps individuals and fam ilies in 
em ergencies. 
A group of nurses, operating 
under his direction, m ake periodi­ 
cal calls on the fam ilies of all the 
workers. 
“ We know the fam ily condition 
of 
practically 
every em ployee,” 
W inegar 
explains. 
"N ot 
infre­ 
quently a Chyrsler "worker who is 
‘not doing so well a t hom e’ will 
come into my office w ith a griev­ 
ance— real or im aginary. 
Usual­ 
ly, I refuse to talk w ith him until 
he brings his wife along. 
Then 
we talk things over and usually 
they go home much happier.” 
Helps W orkers* Sons 
W inegar believes, "with his as­ 
sociates, th a t “ the am bition of a 
boy is to be a m an and to do the 
things th at men do,” and alm ost 
all of his efforts am ong th e young 
sons of C hrysler w orkers, spring 
from th a t philosophy. 
“ To enable the boys to realize 
this am bition,” he says, “ we have 
the ‘crafts groups’ which repre­

But I still get the paper and in 
that way 1 can keep track of ev­ 
eryone I used to know. Mrs. Nor­ 
ton. wife of the Press publisher, 
was one of my first school teach­ 
ers in Escanaba." 


Mrs. Walker's three children, 
Roger. 14. Frances who is 12, and 
Frank, 8, are at various schools 
in Detroit. 
Roger attends Detroit 
University school, a private prep­ 
aratory school, and Frances is a 
student at Liggett, tho girls’ pri­ 
vate school which for many years 
has prepared Detroit misses for 
college or social 
careers.

"Both boys have said that they 
want to be doctors, and we rather 
hope that one of them at least will 
be a doctor,” said Mrs. Walker.

Detroit Matron In Touch 
With Her Girlhood Friends

Although she has lived in De­ 
troit since her marriage 
sixteen 
years ago, Mrs. Roger 
Walker, 
the former Helen Reade of Esca­ 
naba, still is a faithful reader and 
subscriber of the Escanaba Press. 
“ The paper seems to be my one 
tie with Escanaba now,” said Mrs. 
Walker during an interview at her 
home in Detroit’s Indian Village. 
“ I still have many friends in the 
town, but after my parents died 
I didn’t go up often to see them. 
But I still get the paper aud in 
that way I can keep track of ev­ 
eryone I used to know. Mrs. Nor­ 
ton, wife of the Press publisher, 
was one of my first school teach­ 
ers in Escanaba.” 
Mrs. Walker’s three children, 
Roger, 14, Frances who is 12, and 
Frank, 8, are at various schools 
in Detroit. 
Roger attends Detroit 
University school, a private prep­ 
aratory school, and Frances is a 
student at Liggett, the girls’ pri­ 
vate school which for many years 
has prepared Detroit misses for 
college or social 
careers. 
The 
youngest boy is in public school 
but the Walkers plan to send him 
also to D. U. S. 
‘‘Both boys have said that they 
want to be doctors, and we rather 
hope that one of them at least will 
be a doctor,” said Mrs. Walker. 
“ My husband is the third genera­ 
tion in his family to take up medi­ 
cine in Detroit, and it would be 
nice to add a fourth!” 
What did she think of the ad­ 
vantages of city life versus small 
town life for children 
we asked. 
Both Hare Advantages 
“ Well, they both have their ad­ 
vantages. 
I wouldn’t take any­ 
thing for my childhood and girl­ 
hood memories of Escanaba!” ex­ 
claimed our hostess 
vivaciously. 
“ I loved it— the social activities, 
school, Girl Scouts, sliding down 
hill in winter. 
My children often 
wish they had a hill to slide on. 
But of course they 
have 
other 
things that small town children 
do not have— music, plays, opera. 
And I think that the small town 
schools are just as good as city 
schools. They have the same mix­ 
ture of students 
from 
various 
kinds and nationalities of fami­ 
lies. 
I do think that city high 
schools have a slight edge over 
small ones. 
I suppose that the 
real reason I was so satisfied with 
small town life was that I was 
often taken to Chicago and given 
a real taAe of city life. 
My chil­ 
dren do just the opposite in visit­ 
ing their cousins in smaller places 
where they can take part in small 
town or country activities. 
I love 
Detroit now and feel 
right 
at 
home here. 
I suppose it is be­ 
cause my husband's roots in the 
city are so deep, and I have taken 
on many of his interests.” 
Besides her husband’s Interests 
Mrs. Walker has many of her own. 
As a doctor’s wife she is a member 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Michigan State Medical Society, 
of which she is 
president-elect, 
taking office next September. An­ 
other of her activities is in con­ 
nection with the Girl Scouts. 
Girl Scout Work 
“ I used to be a Girl Scout years 
ago in Escanaba,” she related. “ It 
was a new thing then and I think 
Escanaba was very progressive in 
having a group. 
Of course as I 
grew up and then had small chil­ 
dren I dropped out, and now that 
Frances is the right age for Scouts 
I’ve taken it up again, only this 
time I’m on the Girl Scout Coun­ 
cil. 
We’re having a tea here on 
Friday and I’ve been fixing cur­ 
tains— that’s why we look as up­ 
set.” 
We looked about the sun­ 
ny, comfortable living room and 
decided that no apology was nec­ 
essary. 
Such a slight amount of 


disarray could not spoil the charm 
heaped within those walls. 
The 
house is a large one, a spacious 
mansion of the type prevalent on 
Detroit’s old east side. 
Located 
in Indian Village, a restricted dis­ 
trict of lovely homes, the house 
has not the raw newness of many 
city houses. 
Indian Village is a 
name given to this area because 
once it was the home of a tribe of 
Indians. 
The Colony Club, where she at­ 
tends U. of M. extension lectures, 
D.A.R., Fine Arts, Women’s City 
Club, and Theater Arts (members 
being the wives of Players, De­ 
troit’s amateur theatrical group) 
are among Mrs. Walker’s other In­ 
terests. 
She is, however, more 
whole-heartedly a wife,

“No matter how much I’m out 
during the day, or if we’re going 
out in the evening,” she explain­ 
ed, “ I manage to be home and see 
the children at dinner time.

cial records. 
“ As in previous audits.'' the re­ 
port says, “ we again 
point 
out 
that the hoard of supervisors has 
neglected to approve 
the 
surety 
bonds of the various county offi­ 
cers or to set the amount of the 
county treasurer's bond. 
Find No Record 
“ If the board is not in session 
at ihe time of the filing of the 
bonds, the circuit judge 
or 
pro­ 
bate judge should approve them 
as the statute provides. The bonds 
should then be approved at the 
next session of the hoard. 
“ With the 
exception 
of 
the I 
am ounts set up 
in 
the 
budget j 
schedule, we could find no reso- j 
lution setting the salaries of the : 
various county officers. For exam- I 
pie. the 
prosecuting 
attorney is 
paid an allowance of $1,800 per 
r o a r for clerk hire, 
office 
rent, 
auto expense, postage 
and 
tele­ 
phone. in addition to a salary of J 
$".000, but we find 
no 
record i 
granting him the additional allow- j 
anre." 
A master 
voucher 
listing all 
hills, is submitted each m onth by 
ih e soldiers and sailors relief com­ 
mission. the report says, and con­ 
tinues: “ We point out that it is 
against public policy for a com­ 
mission of this kind to disburse 
money in this m anner. 
A much 
b etter control could be m aintain­ 
ed if a voucher is subm itted with 
detailed 
invoices

for 
each individual p ay m en t. 
.Stop Court Credit 
T h e report also says that the 
statu te providing for collection of 
dog licenses is not generally en­ 
forced and points out that w here­ 
as the usual fee in other counties 
for insane examinations is $T>. “ we 
n o te that in most cases a fee of 
$10 is allowed" in Delta county 
To the 
county 
cle rk ’s 
office 
th e re was the suggestion that no 
credit he allowed as to court fees. 
•‘We suggest." the examiners re­ 
ported. “ that the practice of ex­ 
tending credit on court 
fees 
he 
discontinued and th a t they be col­ 
lected in accordance with sta tu ­ 
to ry provisions.” The report indi­ 
cated that IOC in court fees was 
outstandin g for the last year at 
t h e time th e audit was made.

NOTICE GIVEN 
ON INCOME TAX 


Letter Reminds That All 
Public Employes Must 
Pay In 1940 


The several 
hundred 
govern­ 
mental employes in Delta county, 
Including school 
teachers, 
fire­ 
men, policemen and employes of 
administrative, legislative and Ju­ 
dicial departments and all persons 
paid by the state, county, city, vil­ 
lage or other governmental sub­ 
division, will have to file federal 
income tax reports on or before 
March 15, 1940. 


This is the provision of the new 
public salary tax act and County 
Clerk P. A. WClaire 
has 
been 
nsked in a letter from the collec­ 
tor of internal revenue at Detroit, 
to cooperate toward collection of 
Ihe tax. These employes formerly 
have been exempt 
from 
income 
taxes. 


The clerk was asked to indicate 
how many tax 
return 
forms he 
would need for the county and to 
advise the internal revenue officer 
of the number. The clerk was ask- 
Pd to cooperate in the distribution 
of the forms. 


The notice received by Mr. Le- 
Clairc explains provisions of the 
act in detail as follows: 


“Your attention is directed to 
(he provisions of the public salary 
tax act, taxing, for federal Income 
tax purposes, 
the 
compensation 
received by 
state, 
county 
and 
municipal employes during in;’>9 
and subsequent years. This clas- 
Rification includes public 
school 
teachers, policemen, firemen, of­ 
ficials and employes of adminis­ 
trative. legislative 
and 
judicial 
departments; in fact all persons 
whomsoever, w’hose compensation 
is paid by the state or any politi­ 
cal sub-division thereof, or whose 
rennineration may be in the na- 
^ ture of fees. 


"Such employes are now refiuir- 
pd to file returns on 
or before 
March 15. 1040, if their net in- 
comi's. 
including 
compensation, 
dividends, interest, rents, profits 
on sales, annuities, etc., total $1.- 
000 or oyer, if single, or if the 
gross income 
totals 
$5,000 
or 
over, or in the case of husband 
and wife, if the net income totals, 
S2.500 or over, or if the gro?s in­ 
come totals 15.000 or over. If the 
gross .income totalsr$5.000 or ov­ 
er returns must be filed regard­ 
less of the amount of the net in­ 
come. 
“This office will appreciate your 
coopération in the distribution of 
income tax returns to those liable 
for filing, and will be pleased to 
forward such forms to you. if you 
kindly advise the nuniber estimat­ 
ed to be required.’*

This new German policy 
has 
been preached by a number 
of 
German writers and teachers of 
naval strategy

Faced by the fact 
of a Germany severely limited as 
to the size of its fleet by its own 
act In agreeing to the fleet limita­ 
tion treaty with England, 
this 
school of 
German 
writers 
has 
more than ever insisted upon its 
hit-and-run taciics, for

what they are. 


In his “Naval W arfare of To- 
Morrow,” Captain von Waldeyer- 
Hartz WTote three years ago that 
naval w'arfare in the future was 
going “ to be directed primarily 
to achieve the economic 
break- 
dow'ns of the enemy and not his 
military defeat; that operations 
In convequence would be attacks 
upon the enemy’s communications 
and the defence of one’s own. He 
was certain three years ago that 
great naval battles w'ere things of 
the, past, that such clashes 
be­ 
tween warships as 
might 
take 
place w’ould "arise out of Ihe ac­ 
cidents of cruiser w'arfare and not 
as a result of a deliberate policy 
or strategy or in the effort to ob­ 
tain command of the oceans” and 
that, finally, “naval forces would, 
therefore, be widely dispersed and 
the struggle for communications 
he waged simultanfiou.sly all over 
the Seven Seas.” 
In other w'ords 
there was to be a complete break 
with the teachings of Mahan that 
the great object must always be 
the command of the sea achieved 
by huge fleets in the Nelson man­ 
ner. 


W hat is developing

German acceptance of this

Now they appear as 
commerce raiders and the sinking 
by the Deutschland of the Uawal- 
pindi was. exactly as Captain von 
Waldeyer-Hartz predicted, the re­ 
sult of an unexpected 
and 
un­ 
sought .encounter. 
That 
i)iese 
raid in g ' battleships, 
plus 
the 
armed merchantmen which have 
put out from 
neutral 
harborH, 
iuive achieved so little desi ruc­ 
tion is the one puzzling feature of 
the whole situation, especially if 
one jecalls th« tremendous «bun- 
age done by the Emdcn, in her 
historic cruise around th<» Indian 
Ocean, until she was finally stop­ 
ped by an Australian cruiser. 


What even one such ship as the 
DeutKcbland's being loose means 
to the British cannot be readily 
visualized 
or 
described. 
Some 
idea of w'hat it connotes appears, 
however, from the Prime Minis­ 
ter's statem ent of the efforts be­ 
ing made to track her down in 
the rough, often fogijy, days off 
Iceland with only a few hour* of 
daylight at best, and Ihe effort to 
cut her off from getting home by 
the Incessant patrolling of the five 
hundred 
mile 
stretch 
through 
which she must dash to find her 
way home to Kiel. 
The worst of 
it is she may be in port now with­ 
out Its being known, while dozens 
of English ships are keeping up 
their heart-breaking search 
for 
her when they could so well be 
UHed for other vital work-—pre­ 
cisely Ihe effect desired by the 
advocates of the new 
offensive 
strategy for the weaker side. 


Another German advocate

the nation, says the United States 
bureau of fisheries. 


In fact, more fish 
vent 
into 
jnanufacturing processes in 1937 
than appeared on the dinner ta­ 
ble. 
A total 
6i 
2,100,000,000 
pounds were used In manufactur­ 
ing, as compared to 
1,800,000,- 
000 pounds used as food. 
The 
%*alue of these products was put 
at $37,000,000 annually. 


Soap, paints, varnish, linoleum 
and leather products are some of 
the familiar 
articles 
produced 
with the aid of fish, while sperm 
whale oil, containing a wax known 
as “spermaceti.'’ is used in 
the 
production of face creams. 
Por­ 
poise and black fish jaw oils pro­ 
duce the most delicate and high­ 
ly refined lubricants known, for 
use in w’atches and chronometers. 
It said there are not a half do*en 
men in 
the 
world 
experienced 
enough to separate these delicate 
oils into their proper commercial 
grades.

Will Allow Bears 


To Hold Their Own 


ItY SIC. OLSON 


The problem of protecting most 
of our wild life, particularly our 
Amerioan liip game. Is a difficult 
one witli most animals, but. the 
black bears i^oem to bo able to do 
pretty well on their own. 


The impression the uninitiated 
have of a bear is one of a cltimsy, 
slow, rather stupid giant, which 
should be on easy target for a 
marksman 
with any reasonable 
degree ot: Bkill. 
This is far from 
the mark as a bear is one of the 
fastest moving wild animals on 
this continent when ho takes the 
notion to turn on the gas and can 
keep up with u thorotighbred race 
horse for a short r’.lstance. 


The boar is also a very sly ani­ 
mal and I rato him 
about the 
hardest to approach of the entire 
animal kingdom in this country. 
There are many relatively settled 
sections of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and 
Minnesota 
whero bear arc 
plentiful, and yet few ever see 
them. 
The veteran hunters and 
trappers are baffled by the clover 
bears. 


A bear may frequent a certain 
neighborhood, probably a garbage 
dump back In the woods, almost 
nightly, and yet watch us they will 
even the most skilled will seldom 
see the animal. Ho may bo heard 
In his peringrinations but seeing 
him Is a diffeitnt inatfer. 


1 have known hunters, before 
there was a closed season on bear, 
to put out a tasty mound of honey 
to entice a bear to comc visiting. 
The 
hunters 
would llo in wait, 
carefully 
concealed 
and In the 
right direction from the honey as 
far as wind was concerned and yet 
no bear would como around. They 
would leave the honey for a abort 
time and when they came back to 
watch »ome moro would find that 
the boar had been ahead of them 
and made off with the delicacy. 


After many yeors In the woods 
during which 1 saw only numerous 
traces of whero bears had uproot­ 
ed stumps, dug up sand mounds 
of anthills, and gono through ber­ 
ry patches with *eal, I finally ran 
Into seven bears in one suinmer 
season. 
It was a inero matter of 
luck, and on every occasion but 
one I was driving rather speedily 
down a seldom 
traveled 
road 
when I camo upon 
Mr. 
IJruin 
crossing to somo destination. 


Often 1 have beard bear and 
later seen the tracks to prove thot 
a bear had 
been 
around. 
Hut 
when It camo to spotting the bear 
there woa no result. 
Ho was In 
tho next county, probably having 
a good bear grin at iny expense. 
Hears can lake caro ot themselves 
Just about as well as any living 
creature. 
Given 
half 
a chanci> 
and a short open season and they 
will do all right by their popula­ 
tion.

Why Is it that so many of our 
trout streams, warm water lakes, 
creeks and rivers aro regarded by 
many of our citizens as Junkyards 
for worn-out commodities? 


Hero and thero on the stream 
bed of somo of our most beautiful 
streams may bo seen old tin cans, 
old automobilo tiros, broken dish­ 
es, and not Infroquontly tho rust- 
ed, battered body of an ancient 
automobile. 
This careless dump­ 
ing of useless articles mars tho 
beauty of our streams, they stamp 
them as vesting places for the 
cast-off 
things 
of 
human life. 
This typo of defilement Is clearly 
without excuse, and aroused p u b ­ 
lic Opinion should dictate its end. 


Thousands of our fishermen 
and outdoor lovers each year seek 
water.s many miles from the iieat- 
en path. 
A hard tramp through 
the Itrush, over atoep ridges, liolds 
nothing to ilaunt them. Why. you 
may ask, do thoy do this when 
beautiful and w'oll stocked waters 
may ho more readily accessilile? 
Primarily, of course. It is to find 
some lake or stream where few 
others fish. And hero again is 
proof that thero is still tiie in­ 
stinct of our ancestors coursing 
through their voins—an instinct 
that caused the frontiersmen to 
push beytmd tho barrier of tho 
Alleghenies 
and 
the 
iioekics. 
These fishermen want something 
that is not easily 
’thin the reach 
of everyone—streams unmarked 
by carelessness. 


Our lakes and streams aro rec- 
r.’ational havens for millions of 
people. 
Obviously, it Is to their 
interest (hat these waters he as 
nature intended them -free from 
tho refuse that rightfully lu'longs 
on 
juukheaps 
or 
in 
disposal 
plants. 


Here is a worthwhile eause for 
the people to champion, a cause 
In which they may take aii active 
part. 
It may well be joivocated 
by l/.aak Walton chapieis. eou- 
servatioii clubs, by teachers in our 
schools, by Scoutmasters to their 
troops, and by organized gioups 
for

winter banquet board for what­ 
ever 
feathered 
visitors may be 
coaxed to come, advises the Michi­ 
gan Audubon society. 


Fat In the form of suet, bacon 
rinds or grease, meat bones or 
even butter Is relished by most of 
our winter birds. 
All Insect-eat­ 
ing birds arc fat eaters. 
In this 
group 
we 
have the chickadee, 
downy 
and 
hairy woodpeckers, 
tufted titmouse which is the chick­ 
adee’s cousin, white-breasted and 
red-breasted 
nuthatch 
and 
the 
bluejay. 


The seed-eating birds include 
those of tho sparrow family and 
also some of the above-mentioned. 
Three kinds of seed will attract 
about every kind of bird which 
will eat seeds at all. 
Sunflower 
for chickadee, titmouse, cardinal 
and bluejay: millet, smaller and 
better suited to juncoes and tree 
sparrows; 
hemp which they all 
like. 


Hemp deserves a w’ord of ex­ 
planation. 
It is the seed of tho 
marajuana, the plant which is in 
such bad repute. But birds go for 
It in a big way and the hemp seed 
you buy now Is kiln dried so .w 
won’t sprout. 


Many SubstKutcs 


But, you may object, seed costs 
money. 
That is true and if you 
failed 
to 
plant sunflowers last 
spring as self-servers you can for­ 
get seeds and the birds will bo 
happy with many substitutes you 
can put out. 
Cornmeal or other 
cereal is good. 
Boiled cornmeal 
mixed with becon grease is accep­ 
table to every bird likely to come 
to your feeder. 
It gets hard and 
gives them “good pecking.” 


Those living in rural localities 
will get the little snowbird, the 
slate-colored junco. 
Many have 
barns from which they can salv­ 
age chaff, a favorite food of these 
little birds. 
Spread 
it 
on the 
ground or snow. 
After a light 
snowfall they will dig down to the 
chaff, making dark islands where 
they havo stirred it up. 


There are a number of easy, 
cheap 
foods 
for winter 
birds. 
Bread crusts, raisins, apples—ce­ 
dar 
wax-wlngs 
ado-e 
them — 
wormy meal or meal worms, pop­ 
corn, ears of corn or shelled corn 
and squash, pumpkin and melon 
seeds aro prime favorites. 


How do tho birds prefer to be 
served? All they ask is that food 
is available and they have some 
protection from 
their enemies. 
They liko lo have a handy bush 
or tree in which they can take 
refuge. 
Old Christmas trees can 
bo built Into a nice shelter which 
will also deflect the wind. 
Cats 
must be ruled out around feeding 
stations. 


A window' shelf is easy to fix 
and 
enables 
you to watch the 
birds while 
they 
eat. 
Hoppers 
that automatically renew the feed­ 
ing dish are handy for they as­ 
sure a steady supply. 
Birds will 
scratch away a light fall of snow 
but heavier snow must be brushed 
away each morning. 


Suet should be put in a wire 
container, else some greedy visitor 
like the bluejay or even a> squir­ 
rel will lug it all away. 
A soap 
shaker is a handy suet container.

900 Former Owners 
Request Auctions 
Of State TaX’Land 


Lansing,— Approximately 225,- 
000 acres of tax delinquent land 
now held by tho state in the 47 
counties north of the Muskegon- 
Bay City lino will be offered at 
public auction next spring on re­ 
quest of about 900 former owners 
wiio seek opportunity to 
repur­ 
chase. 


The figures are announced to­ 
day by the lands division of the 
department of conservation which 
is completing a check of applica­ 
tions which flooded the office dur­ 
ing final hours of the 30-day pe­ 
riod of grace ending December 3. 
Owners of record at the time of 
the ?Iay, 1938 tax sale were eligi­ 
ble to make application during the 
period for the auctioning of lands 
to which they surrendered title 
November 3. A final check of ac­ 
curacy of description and owner­ 
ship may revise 
figures 
some­ 
what. 


At the spring auction 
anyone 
may bid, but no bid for less than 
25 percent of the 1939 valuation 
of the property will be received. 
Former owners may match 
the 
successful bid within 30 days aft­ 
er the auction, to 
regain 
their 
property. 
Former owners also 
may take advantage of a deferred 
payment plan, and may regain the 
land with a 20 percent down pay­ 
ment, while others must pay cash. 


The state will reserve mineral 
rights on lands which are sold to 
other than former owners, and it 
will not permit thè removal of 
minerals, timbtr or Improvements 
from lands repurchased on time 
payment plans, while 
payments 
are incomplete.

by tackle manufacturers so that 
no angler has all of the fascinat­ 
ing 
gadgets 
in his taskle box. 
These items are in a wide range 
of prices, too, so that any purse 
may be satisfied. 


If Dad or anyone else in the 
family likes to fish you can find 
something that he will like if you 
sea nthrough the pages of any of 
the 
tacklc 
catalogs 
or if you 
browse through the tackle section 
ot 
any ' department or sporting 
goods store. 


Price, of course, has a control 
over what can be bought but good 
items can be had in some equip­ 
ment without putting a strain on 
the national debt figures. 
There 
are plugs, flies, spoons, hooks of 
all sorts, and such items as string­ 
ers, pliers for removing hooks, oil 
for reels, and a host more that aro 
certainly not going to break any­ 
one. 


Of the more expensive delights 
that may be given an angler there 
are reels, rods, good lines, tacklo 
boxes and a lot moro to choosu 
from. 
Good reels can be bought 
quite reasonably, although 
the 
typo of reel that will last a life* 
time will make something of a 
dent in the finances. 


Satisfactory reels may bo had 
for from flvo dollars up, but If 
you want to give him or her a 
reel that will bo prized through 
the years you had better go higher 
than the minimum mentioned. 
When you get up into the twenty- 
five dollar class you have some­ 
thing as neat as a good watch and 
above that figure there arc real 
gems. 


Rods present about the same 
price 
range 
that 
is offered by 
reels. 
This is moro true of the 
bamboo 
rods 
than of the steel 
products. Good steel rods may be 
bought cheaper than good bamboo 
but in either case it does not pay 
to skimp. 
You get what you pay 
for In either instance. 


It 
doesn’t 
pay to buy cheap 
lines for gifts or personal use. 
Nothing 
is 
moro 
exasperating 
than to lose a fish that has been 
properly played because a bad line 
breaks or fails in some other re­ 
spect. 
Under any conditions tho 
giver's problem is not a hard ono 
if the gift is for an angler.

He was­ 
n't even the Ohio state champion. 


New Champ a Sur|irittc 


Harbage. w'ho had been shoot­ 
ing at a 98 per cent clip up to the 
Ohio state shoot, broke through 
with a rush when he scored a 100 
straight on Preliminary day at the 
Grand American. 
That was Fri­ 
day, August 18. The next day he 
slammed out a 99 and that meant 
the big 300-pound Ohioan 
was 
hot. Sunday was Open Champion­ 
ship day and the hot shots of trap- 
shooting were on hand.

Grand American. She was.unable 
to shoot, with the result ibis race 
became wide open. It was gener« 
ally conceded that the cliampion« 
ship lay between Mrs. Roy Mea* 
dows, Des Moines. Iowa: Mrs, W. 
D. Treadway. Jess'ip. Md.; Mist 
Florence Mos, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; 
Bunny Sanders, Keyser. W. Va.« 
and several others I might men* 
tion. 
Mrs. Gilbert was not even 
given an outside chance. 8ha had 
been 
shooting 
clay targeta for 
only four months—with medlocra 
scores—so tho handicappers bad 
little knowledge of her true abll* 
ity.

More Fish Manufactured 
Than Are Eaten, Says 
Fisheries Bureau 


Americans beautify themselves 
with fish. cover their floors, paint 
their houses and wear ornaments 
derived from 
materials 
secured 
from the seas, rivers and lakes of 
the nation, says the United States 
bureau of fisheries. 
In fact, more fish 
went 
into 
manufacturing processes in 19,37 
than appeared on the dinner ta­ 
ble. 
A total 
df 
2,100,000,000 
pounds were used in manufactur­ 
ing. as compared to 
1,800,000,- 
000 pounds used as food. 
The 
value of these products was put 
a t $37,000,000 annually. 
Soap, paints, varnish, linoleum 
and leather products are some of 
the familiar 
articles 
produced 
with the aid of fish, while sperm 
whale oil, containing a wax known 
as “spermaceti.” is used in 
the 
production of face creams. 
Por­ 
poise and black fish jaw’ oils pro­ 
duce the most delicate and high­ 
ly refined lubricants known, for 
use in watches and chronometers. 
It said there are nol a half dozen 
men in 
the 
world 
experienced 
enough to separate these delicate 
oils into their proper commercial 
grades. 
Milady’s manicure set and mir­ 
ror back once may 
have 
been 
swimming in the sea along with 
her husband’s fancy cane or knife 
handle. 
"Pearl essence,” a 
by­ 
product of fish scales, is used for 
the m anufacture of these articles. 
Under a process 
discovered 
in 
1656 in France, more than 2,000,- 
000 pounds of fish scales are used 
annually in this branch of fish by­ 
products m anufacturing 
in 
the 
United States. 
Liquid glue, used by bookbind­ 
ers, engravers 
and 
makers 
of 
courtplaster, mucilage, labels and 
stamps, form another 
important 
phase of the industry with a 193 7 
United States production of 44 2,- 
000 gallons, valued at $908,000. 
A unique product 
is 
isinglass, 
made from the swim bladders of 
many species of fish. 
Some is 
used as a clarifying 
agent 
for 
wines, ciders and m alt liquors and 
some is used as ingredients 
in 
glass and pottery cements. 
And 
those who rem ember the old fam­ 
ily base burner will recall the isin­ 
glass windows in the doors.

Short Open Season 
Will Allow Bears 
To Hold Their Own 


Chairs for Park Visitors

The problem of protecting most 
of our wild life, particularly oui 
American big game, is a difficult 
one with most animals, but the 
black bears seem to bo able to do 
pretty w’oll on their own. 
Tho impression the uninitiated 
have of a bear is one of a clumsy, 
slow, rather stupid giant, which 
should be an easy target for a 
m arksm an 
with 
any reasonable 
degree of skill. 
This is far from 
the mark as a bear is one of the 
fastest, moving wild animals on 
this continent, when ho takes the 
notion to turn on the gas and can 
keep up with a thoroughbred race 
horse for a short distance. 
The bear is also a very sly ani­ 
mal and I rate him 
about 
the 
hardest to approach of the entire 
animal kingdom in this country. 
There are many relatively settled 
sections of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and 
Minnesota 
where bear are 
plentiful, 
and yet few ever see 
them. 
The veteran hunters and 
trappers are baffled by the clover 
benrs. 
A bear may frequent a certain 
neighborhood, probably a garbage 
dump back iii the woods, almost 
nightly, and yet watch as they will 
even the most skilled will seldom 
see the animal, 
lie may be heard 
in his peringrinations hut seeing 
him is a differtnt matter. 
I have known hunters, before 
there was a closed season on bear, 
to put out a tasty mound of honey 
to entice a bear to come visiting. 
The 
hunters

It w'us a mere m atter of 
luck, and on every occasion but 
one I was driving rather speedily 
down a seldom 
traveled 
road 
when I came upon 
Mr. 
Bruin 
crossing to some destination. 
Often I have heard bear and 
later seen the tracks to prove that 
a bear had 
been 
around. 
But 
when it came to spotting the bear 
there was no result. 
Ho was in 
tho next county, probably having 
a good bear grin at my expense. 
Bears can take care of themselves 
just about as well as any living 
creature. 
Given 
half 
a chance 
and a short open season and they 
will do all right by their popula­ 
tion.

ly as the conservation department 
can determine by hunters* 
own 
reports, Hickie said. 
He added, 
however, that with 500,000 
li­ 
censed hunters in the field 
this 
means far fewer rabbits per h u n ­ 
ter than til the days when 
only 
100,000 hunters went after cot­ 
tontails. 
Hickie expressed the be­ 
lief that the steady increase in the 
size of the hunting army in Mich­ 
igan may in part account for tile 
growing belief that a rabbit short­ 
age exists. 
Suggest* Research 
Michigan's annual “ harvest” of 
cottontails by hunters is not 
as 
high as that of Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Missouri, tho state mnmmal- 
ogist said. 
Michigan game men 
calculate there 
are 
20,000,000 
acres of cotton tail range in this 
state. 
The average take of rab­ 
bits by hunters is one per eight, 
acres. 
Missouri yields a rabbit 
per seven acres. Ohio one to five 
acres and Pennsylvania one 
to 
five and one-half acres, 
Hickie 
said. 
He voiced the belief that Mich­ 
igan could improve its rabbit crop 
by research and by improvement 
of cover and food conditions, add­ 
ing that such a program already 
is under way by the conservation 
depart mont.

Primarily, of course, it is to find 
some Ink*' or stream where few 
others fish. And here again is 
proof that there is still the In­ 
stinct of our ancestors coursing 
through their veins— an instinct 
that caused the frontiersmen to

These fishermen want something 
that is not easily

of everyone 
streams unmarked 
by carelessness. 
Our lakes aud stream s are rec­ 
reational havens for millions of 
people.

It is time now to get ready the 
winter banquet board for w hat­ 
ever 
feathered 
visitors may be 
coaxed to come, adv’ses the Michi­ 
gan Audubon society. 
Fat in the form of suet, bacon 
rinds or grease, meat bones or 
even butter is relished by most of 
our winter birds. 
All insect-eat­ 
ing birds are fat eaters. 
In this 
group 
we 
have the chickadee, 
downy 
and 
hairy woodpeckers, 
tufted titmouse which is the chick­ 
adee’s cousin, white-breasted and 
red-breasted 
nuthatch 
and 
the 
bluejay. 
The seed-eating birds include 
those of the sparrow family and 
also some of the above-mentioned. 
Three kinds of seed will attract 
about every kind cf bird which 
will eat seeds at all. 
Sunflower 
for chickadee, titmouse, cardinal 
and bluejay; millet, smaller and 
better suited to juncoes and tree 
sparrows; 
hemp which they all 
like. 
Hemp deserves a word of ex­ 
planation. 
It is the seed of the 
m arajuana, the plant which is in 
such bad repute. 
But birds go for 
it in a big w’ay and the hemp seed 
you buy now is kiln dried so ... 
won’t sprout. 
Many Substitutes 
But, you may object, seed costs 
money. 
T hat Is true and if you 
failed 
to 
plant sunflowers last 
spring as self-servers you can for­ 
get seeds and the birds will be 
happy with m any substitutes you 
can put out. 
Cornmeal or other 
cereal is good. 
Boiled cornmeal 
mixed with becon grease is accep­ 
table to every bird likely to come 
to your feeder. 
It gets hard and 
gives them “ good pecking.” 
Those living in rural localities 
will get the little snowbird, the 
slate-colored junco. 
Many have 
barns from w’hlch they can salv­ 
age chaff, a favorite food of these 
little birds. 
Spread 
it 
on the 
ground or snow. 
After a light 
snowfall they will dig down to the 
chaff, making dark islands where 
they have stirred it up. 
There are a num ber of easy, 
cheap 
foods 
for 
winter 
birds. 
Bread crusts, raisins, apples— ce­ 
dar 
wax-wings 
a d o -e 
them — 
wormy meal or meal worms, pop­ 
corn, ears of corn or shelled corn 
and squash, pumpkin and melon 
seeds are prime favorites. 
How do the birds prefer to be 
served? 
All they ask is that food 
is available and they have some 
protection 
from 
their 
enemies. 
They like to have a handy bush 
•ee in which they can take 
refuge. 
Old Christmas trees can 
be built into a nice shelter which 
will also deflect the wind. 
Cats 
must be ruled out around feeding 
stations. 
A window shelf is easy to fix 
and 
enables 
you to w’atch the 
birds while 
they 
eat. 
Hoppers 
that automatically renew the feed­ 
ing dish are handy for they as­ 
sure a steady supply. 
Birds will 
scratch away a light fall of snow’ 
but heavier snow must be brushed 
away each morning. 
Suet should be put in a w’ire 
container, else some greedy visitor 
like the bluejay or even a squir­ 
rel will lug it all away. 
A soap 
shaker is a handy suet container.

900 Former Owners 
Request Auctions 
Of State Tax-Land 


Lansing,— Approximately 
225,- 
000 acres of tax delinquent land 
now held by the state in the 4 7 
counties north of the Muskegon- 
Bay City line will be offered at 
public auction next spring on re­ 
quest of about 900 former owners 
who seek opportunity to 
repur­ 
chase. 
The figures are announced to­ 
day by the lands division of the 
department of conservation which 
is completing a check of applica­ 
tions which flooded the office dur­ 
ing final hours of the 30-day pe­ 
riod of grace ending December 3. 
Owners of record at the time of 
the ?lay, 1938 tax sale were eligi­ 
ble to make application during the 
period for the auctioning of lands 
to which they surrendered title 
November 3. 
A final check of ac­ 
curacy of description and owner­ 
ship may revise 
figures 
some­ 
what. 
At the spring auction 
anyone 
may bid, but no bid for less than 
25 percent of the 1939 valuation 
of the property will be received. 
Form er owners may match 
the 
successful bid within 30 days aft­ 
er the auction, to 
regain 
their 
property. 
Form er ow’uers also 
may take advantage of a deferred 
payment plan, and may regain the 
land with a 20 percent down pay­ 
ment. while others must pay cash. 
The state will reserve mineral 
rights on lands which are sold to 
other than former ow’ners, aud it 
will not perm it the removal of 
minerals, timber or improvements 
from lands repurchased on time 
payment plans, while 
payments j 
are incomplete.

gadgets

These items are in a wide range 
of prices, too, so that any purse 
may be satisfied. 
If Dad or anyone else in the 
family likes to fish you can find 
something that he will like if you 
sea nthrough the pages of any of 
the 
tackle 
catalogs 
or if you 
browse through the tackle section 
of 
any 
departm ent or sporting 
goods store. 
Price, of course, has a control 
over what can be bought but good 
items can be had in some equip­ 
ment without putting a strain on 
the national debt figures. 
There 
are plugs, flies, spoons, hooks of 
all sorts, and such items as string­ 
ers, pliers for removing hooks, oil 
for reels, and a host more that are 
certainly not going to break any­ 
one. 
Of the more expensive delights 
that may be given an angler there 
are reels, rods, good lines, tackle 
boxes and a lot more to choose 
from. 
Good reels can be bought 
quite 
reasonably, 
although 
the 
type of reel that will last a life­ 
time will make something of a 
dent in the finances. 
Satisfactory reels may be had 
for from five dollars up, but if 
you want to give him or her a 
reel th a t will be prized through 
the years you had better go higher 
than 
the 
minimum 
mentioned. 
When you get up into the twenty- 
five dollar class you have some­ 
thing as neat as a good watch and 
above th a t figure there are real 
gems. 
Rods present about the same 
price 
range

is offered by 
reels. 
This is more true of the

products. 
Good steel rods may be 
bought cheaper than good bamboo 
but in either case it does not pay 
to skimp. 
You get what you pay 
for in either instance.

’39 FIRE LOSS 
ISHELDOOWN 


Even Set-Fire Handicap 
Didn’t Boost Figure 
Above 1936 


Lansing— In spite of a 30,000- 
acre 
fire 
loss handicap, Michi­ 
gan’s forest fire suppression forc­ 
es have held the state’s loss in 
1939 to 46,876 acres, three-tenths 
of one per cent of the 15,391,838 
acres guarded. 
Three deliberately-set fires im­ 
posed the handicap. 
One man is 
serving a prison sentence for his 
part in the $200,000 fire which 
swept 30,000 acres in the Presque 
Isle state forest in Montmorency 
county the 
weekend of May 7. 
The 1939 fire report lists 1,140 
fires. 
Not since 1933 has the forest 
fire loss reached as much as one 
pe • cent of the acreage protected. 
In 1935, 1937 and 1938 the loss 
was one-tenth of one per cent and. 
in 1934 and 1936, three-tenths of 
one per cent. 
New Towers 
Prolonged dry weather this fall 
created 
an 
extremely high fire 
hazard 
during 
hunting seasons 
when careless hunters caused a 
considerable 
num be 
of 
small 
fires. 
To speed work of fire suppres­ 
sion. new equipment buildings and 
storage sheds for the forest fire 
service have been constructed a t 
Mass City, Calumet, West Branch 
and Kalkaska. 
Newly-developed 
and commissioned equipment in­ 
cludes bulldozer attachments on 
heavy tractors which have proved 
effective on hardwood slash and 
swamp fires.

New Champ a Surprise 
Harbage, who had been shoot­ 
ing at a 98 per cent clip up to the 
Ohio state shoot, broke through 
with a rush when he scored a IOO 
straight on Preliminary day at the 
Grand American. 
That wras Fri­ 
day. August 18. 
The next day he 
slammed out a 99 and that meant

Dogs need not be nn expensive 
Hem as far as food is concerned 
because in the main (hey are capa­ 
ble of getiinR along very well on 
tho same foods that are good for 
their owners. It must be remem­ 
bered, however, that all people do 
not have (he same 
foods

and 
that 
different 
quantities effect different people 
in different ways. Judgement in 
feeding is essential. 


Meat is (he standard for nil 
dogs iu food. That meat is best for 
them when it is lean meat and not 
of a greasy type. For this reason 
beef and mu((on aro much sound­ 
er foods for dogs than pork. They 
are more easily digested and a 
more natural food source. 


The 
meat 
may be '’ooked or 
raw, and If it is raw (hero need 
be no fear (hat it wMlI make the 
dug savage. It must bo good meat, 
(hough, and not 
somo 
(ainted, 
cast-off meat (hat has been spoil* 
ed. There aro few dogs which will 
not thrive on a diet of meal that 
is in good condition. Their very 
teeth indicate that meat is 
the 
food Nature intended (hem to eat. 


A house dog should not get as 
large a portion of meat in his diet 
AS an activo dog. Other good foods 
may be substituted satisfactorily 
for meat in tho case of house pots. 
Fish is one of these and cereals 
are always beneficial. 
A certain 
amount of green vegetables 
are 
tine, potatoes never. 


Dry bread is good and (he stan­ 
dard dog biscuits give a dog ex- 
rellent nourishment 
and 
some- 
thing for his strong teeth (o chew 
on that is a fairly good substitute 
for hones. Bones themselves are 
one of the best things a dog can 


have but should be of a type that 
will not crack or splinter and be­ 
come lodged in the dog’s throat. 


Spices of any kind should be 
avoided as highly seasoned foods 
are not at all good for a dog's di­ 
gestive system. The same things 
may be fed to the famUy dog that 
the family oats if there 
is 
an 
avoidance of greasy, rich items in 
the fare. 


Dogs 
should 
bo 
fod 
sane 
amounts and not all that they will 
cat for they are gluttons by na­ 
ture. It is far better to feed a dog 
(oo IKtle than too much. If regu­ 
larity and balance is practiced tho 
dog will thrive.

Dogs need not be an expensive 
item as far as food is concerned 
because in th e m ain they are capa­ 
ble of g ettin g along very well on 
the sam e foods th a t are good for 
th e ir ow ners. It m ust be rem em ­ 
bered. however, th a t all people do 
n o t have th e sam e 
foods 
agree 
w ith 
th em 
and 
th a t 
different 
qu an tities effect different people 
in different ways. J u d g e m en t in 
feeding is essential. 
M eat is the sta n d ard for all 
dogs in food. T h at m eat is best for 
them w hen it is lean m eat an d not 
of a greasy type. F or this reason 
beef an d m u tto n are m uch so u n d ­ 
er foods for dogs than pork. They 
are m ore easily digested an d a 
m ore n a tu ra l food source. 
T h e 
m e a t 
m ay be •’coked or 
raw . an d if it is raw th e re need 
be no fea r th a t it will m ake the 
dog savage. It m ust be good m eat, 
th ough, an d not 
some 
tainted, 
cast-off m e a t th a t has been spoil­ 
ed. T here are few dogs w hich will 
not th riv e on a diet of m eat th a t 
is in good condition. T heir very 
teeth indicate th a t m eat is 
the 
food N a tu re intended th em to eat. 
A house dog should n o t get as 
large a portion of m eat in his diet 
as an active dog. O ther good foods 
may be sub stitu ted satisfactorily 
for m eat in the case of house pets. 
Fish is one of these an d cereals 
are alw ays beneficial. 
A certain 
am ount of green vegetables 
are 
fine, potatoes never. 
Dry bread is good and th e sta n ­ 
dard dog biscuits give a dog ex­ 
cellent n o u rish m e n t 
an d 
som e­ 
thing for his strong teeth to chew 
on th a t is a fairly good su b stitu te 
for bones. Bones them selves are 
one of th e best things a dog can 


have but should be of a type th a t 
will not crack or splinter and be­ 
come lodged in the d og’s throat. 
Spices of any kind should be 
avoided as highly seasoned foods 
are not a t all good for a d og’s di­ 
gestive system. The sam e things 
may be fed to the fam ily dog th a t 
the family eats if th e re 
is 
an 
avoidance of greasy, rich item s in 
the fare. 
Dogs 
should 
be 
fed 
sane 
am o u n ts and not all th a t they will 
eat for they are g lu tto n s by n a ­ 
ture. It is far better to feed a dog 
too little th an too m uch. If reg u ­ 
larity and balance is practiced the 
dog will thrive.

Known An “ Pappy” 


“ Pappy” as Waldorf 
is 
affec­ 
tionately known by his intimates, 
iind they number 
large, 
learned 
his football under Chick Meehan 
at Syracuse where he was an All- 
An'crican tackle. Ho also lettered 
in crew. 
After 
graduution 
he 
signed a throe year contract to 
coach football at Oklahoma 
City 
University. Ho fell heir to a team 
th a t had not won a game in its 
conference in four years. In W al­ 
dorf’s three year term, the Oold- 
bugs won 10, lost 9 and tied 3. 
After his contract expired, he ac­ 
cepted a position as line coach at 
the University of Kansas. 


He spent a year at Kansas and 
left to bo.^ome head coach at Okla­ 
homa A. & M. where he remained 
for five years and completely re­ 
juvenated the Aggies sagging foot­ 
ball fortunes. His teams won two 
conference 
championships 
and 
four state titles during this pe­ 
riod. His success with the Aggies 
brought about his appointment as 
loach at Kansas State. 
In 
his 
first year, Waldorf 
led 
Kansas 
State to Its first Big Six title in 
history. 
The team won all of its 
conference games, climaxing the 
reason with a 19 to 7 victory over 
Nebraska. 


This brilliant 
record 
in 
the 
southwest served as a springboard 
to Northwestern in 1935. 
In his 
first season the Wildcats gathered 
momentum slowly, reaching their 
peak In the final game 
of 
the 
Keason with a smashing 14 to 7 
victory over an undefeated Notre 
Dame team. 
Starting where they 
loft off the previous 
year, 
the 
Wlldcata in 1936 rang 
up 
six 
straight victories to clinch North­ 
western’s first undisputed Big Ten 
championship tn 
history.

Bishop E. L. Waldorf of the Meth­ 
odist church and Is the oldest of 
four brothers, all of whom played 
football in college. 
In 1925 his 
marriage to Louise McKay, cul­ 
minated a college romance. They 
have two daughters, Mary Louise 
and Carolyn.

with silver, Waldorf does not fol­ 
low the accepted tradition of foot­ 
ball coaches. He weighs about 215 
pounds and keeps In trim by play­ 
ing handball dally.

ed tones but on the football field

voice 
has a booming quality 
which can be heard far and wide. 


His frankness has won the re­ 
spect of sports writers. On the eve 
of several Important games he has 
admitted that his team had a good 
chance of victory, a most unortho­ 
dox stand for a footluill coach to 
take.

movies, Waldorf has few hobbles. 
Ho is an omnivorous reader. Ho

Get There First Wi t h 
Most Men, Dawson’s 
Football Theory

tinct “ Tulane system” of power 
football developed by Coach Low­ 
ell “ Red” Dawson

The system emerged from 25 
years of Minnesota influence at 
the 
southern 
school 
and 
was 
worked out mainly through ex­ 
perimentation starting from B er­ 
nie Bierman’s single-wing form a­ 
tions that did such wonders for 
both Tulane and Minnesota. 
Without any radical departures, 
Dawson, by rearranging his backs 
to bring them close to the point 
of attack and pulling 
an 
extra 
tackle out of the line for Inter­ 
ference, has perfected a system 
that, 
generates 
terrific 
p o w e r 
through 
the 
line 
with 
double 
blocking. 
Favorite of Blcrinan 
Bierman’g favorite formation at 
Tulane placed the tailback slightly 
to the strong side of center and 
four and a half to five yards back 
of the unbalanced line, the full­ 
back about a yard ahead of hint 
and to strong side, the quarter 
close behind the 
outside 
guard 
and the wingback 
about 
three 
yards directly behind tho end. 
Dawson pulled his ends in tight­ 
er and put the wingback outside 
the end and as close as the law 
allowed 
The tailback was placed 
slightly more to the weak side 
and four yards and one foot be­ 
hind the line, the fullback par­ 
allel and behind the outside guard, 
the quarter slightly more to the 
strong side.

Lakes and coastal waters do 
not 
adequately protect life and prop­ 
erty, 
Federal 
Communications 
Commissioner Thad H. Brown re­ 
ported to that Commission in rec­ 
ommending legislation and other 
regulation to insure better 
safe­ 
guards. 
For ships on the Great Lakes, a 
uniform system of radiotelephony 
is proposed. This would be estab­ 
lished by formal agreement 
be­ 
tween the United States and Can­ 
ada. supplemented by 
legislation 
of the 
respective 
countries, 
to 
take effect for the 1912 
naviga­ 
tion season. 
For vessels 
using 
tho 
bays, 
sounds, and other seaboard waters 
of the United .States, an optional 
use of radiotelephony 
or 
radio­ 
telegraphy is 
recommended, 
ef­ 
fective January I, 194 2. 
This is the gist of an 
exhaus­ 
tive “special study of the 
radio 
requirements necessary or desir­ 
able for safety purposes of 
ships 
navigating the Great l^akes 
and 
the 
inland waters of the United 
States" 
ordered 
by Congress on 
May 20, 1937, in amending 
the 
Communications Act of 1934 for 
the purpose of promoting safety 
of life and 
property 
at 
sea 
through the use of wire and radio 
communication. 
Protection Inadequate 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission as a wholo must now 
consider the report and transmit 
“recommendations 
and 
reasons 
therefor" to the Congress not lat­ 
er than December 31. 
“The present system of radio­ 
telegraph 
communication is not 
sufficient for the adequate 
pro­ 
tection of Great Lakes 
shipping 
because of the limited number of 
vessels subject to compulsory 
in­ 
stallation and the short season of 
operation of those vessels," 
the 
report says in its conclusions. 
It 
points out that “a very large part 
of the mmerrhant marine of the 
United States is engaged in 
the 
navigation of the Great 
Lakes," 
explaining: 
“The freight traffic 
of 
the 
Great Lakes, averaging each year 
over 200,000.000 tons 
of 
goods 
valued at over $3,000,000,000, is 
the largest in volume and second 
in value of the four major 
divi­ 
sions into which the domestic wat­ 
er-borne commerce of the United 
States is divided. The Great Lakes 
commerce is 36.8 per cent of the 
totnl domestic commerce in 
vol­ 
ume and 16 per cent of the total 
value. Although vessels of foreign 
registry are barred 
by 
Federal 
law' from engaging 
in 
domestic 
commmerce between all ports 
of 
the United States including those 
of the Great U\kes, there is keen 
competition between vessels 
of 
United States registry and 
Can­ 
adian ships for the grain, ore, and 
coal trades of the Great Lakes." 
Storms Arc Frequent 
Almost two-thirds of the com­ 
mercial vessels 
navigating 
the 
Great Lakes are of United States 
registry, and considerably 
more 
than two-thirds of 
the 
entire 
lakes tonnage is 
United 
States 
registry. On May I, 1939, there 
were 464 
eonunmercial 
freight 
vessels and 62 commercial 
ves­ 
sels having passenger facilities, of 
IOO gross tons and over, of United 
States registry as compared with 
241 commercial 
freight 
vessels 
and 19 vessels having passenger 
carrying facilities, of IOO 
gross 
tons aud over, of Canadian regis­ 
try. 
“The Great Lakes area is visit­ 
ed by frequent storms because of 
geographical location 
and 
dis­ 
tance from mountains and 
other 
protective 
land 
masses," 
com­ 
ments the report. Because of ice 
conditions tile season 
of 
inter­ 
lace navigation is restricted 
to 
about eight months of the 
year. 
From 1923 to 1927 
there 
were 
1570 
navigation 
casualties 
on 
these lakes involving 
American 
vessels, in which 326 lives 
were 
lost and property damage amount­ 
ed to nearly $30,000,000. 
Most 
of the vessels concerned were not 
equipped with radio. In instances 
w hero vessels were so 
equipped 
there was little or no loss of life. 
Captains of American cargo ves­ 
sels on the lakes testified to tho 
useful ness of radio 
facilities 
in 
facilitating safo navigation. 


1 
Specific recommendations in the 
report include: 
“ I. A system of radio commun­ 
ication for safety purpose should 
be required by law for designated 
classes of vessels navigated on the 
Great Lakes. 
2. The system should ho 
un! 
form in all fundamental respects 
for vessels navigated on the Great 
I^akes regardless of national regis 
try. 
3. The method of 
communica­ 
tion to he employed 
for 
safety 
purposes 
should 
be 
radiotele­ 
phony. 
4. The Great Lakes are the ter­ 
ritorial 
waters 
of tho United 
States and Canada, 
respectively, 
therefore it is believed that 
the 
desired uniform system of radio­ 
telephone communication for safe­ 
ty purposes can best be establish­ 
ed by formal agreement between 
tho Governments of 
tho 
United 
States and the Dominion of Can­ 
ada, 
supplemented by legislation 
of the respective countries. 
Other recommendations specify 
tho classes of vessels w hich should 
be subject to requirements as 
to 
radio apparatus and the mainten­ 
ance of radio 
watches, 
provide 
forfeiture against a vessel for vio­ 
lation, and w'ould 
authorize 
the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion to administer the provisions 
of such an international 
agree­ 
ment in its application to 
Great 
Lakes shipping under the 
Amer­ 
ican Flag. 
Recommendations for Shipping 
In the case of shipping on bays 
and sounds the same report makes 
these recommendations: 
“ I. Radiocommunication facili­ 
ties for safety purposes should be 
required by statute for designat­ 
ed classes of vessels 
of 
United 
State registry navigated on 
bays 
and sounds of the United States. 
2. The method 
of 
radiocom- 
mmunication, w’hether 
radiotele­ 
graphy or radiotelephony, should 
ho optional for all hay and sdund 
vessels compulsorily equipped 
by 
reason of such statute." 
After specifying types of 
pass­ 
enger vessels subject to radio in­ 
stallation and discussing radio re­ 
quirements, the report says 
any 
such vessel should for safety pur­ 
poses carry at least one qualified 
operator and that a 
continuous 
watch should 
he 
maintained 
whether 
by a qualified operator 
or by an approved type of auto­ 
matic receiving apparatus. 
Like­ 
wise, these supplemental 
recom­ 
mendations provide forfeiture for 
violation and propose 
legislation 
to give the Federal 
Communica­ 
tions Commission authority to ap­ 
prove, inspect and otherwise regu­ 
late such 
marine 
radio 
equip­ 
ment.

Delta County Men 
Going to Forestry 
Hearing In Madison 


When the 
joint congressional 
committee of forestry conducts 
public hearing at the State House 
in Madison, Wis., on Dec. 18 and 
19, the forest problems 
of 
the 
Lake States, central hardwood re­ 
gion and prairie 
states will 
be 
discussed. 
Residents 
of 
these 
areas will be heard by the com­ 
mittee of which 
Senator 
Bank­ 
head of Alabama Is chairman. 
The committee, appointed last 
year upon the recommendation of 
President Roosevelt, was anthoriz 
od and directed to conduct a stu­ 
dy of the present and prospective 
forest situation 
in 
each of the 
timber producing regions of the 
country. 
The joint congressional 
committee will submit its findings 
and recommendations to congress. 
The forest problem, Intimately 
tied into our social and economic 
life, finds justfication in solution 
only as it benefits human society 
Senator Bankhead said that it will 
be the purpose of the committee 
to ascertain the condition of the 
forest lands from 
state, 
federal 
and local sources and submit rec­ 
ommendations to Congress for a 
plan of action that will be of ben­ 
efit to the people of the once for­ 
ested areas and the entire nation. 
The north central region of the 
United States, the Senator said, Is 
one at the largest consumers of 
timber products and is now de­ 
pendent on tho 
West 
and 
the 
South for more than half of its 
timber supply. Yet, at present in 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michi­ 
gan there are 
over 
52 
million 
acres capable of producing timber. 
In the Central Hardwood region 
I here are 29 million acres more, 
most of it privately owned. 
The forest, is one of the great­ 
est of our renewable natural re­ 
sources. 
Senator 
Bankhead said 
that cutting practices in the lakes 
states and central hardwood re­ 
gion in tile past have been out of 
tune with the normal productiv­ 
ity of the lands, which has result­ 
ed in widespread tax delinquency 
of forest lands. 
Studies already 
made in tax delinquency are ex­ 
pected to he of help to the com­ 
mittee in determining 
the 
need 
for extension of federal, state, or 
community ownership 
of 
lands 
suited chiefly for the production 
of forest crops. 
Delta county will be represent­ 
ed at the hearing by Henry Wylie, 
Al Vogel, 
Escanaba, 
and 
Carl 
Person. Rapid River. Mr. Wylie is 
scheduled to give an eight-minute 
talk at the hearing.

Short Open Season 
Will Allow Bears 


To Hold Their Own

The problem of protecting most 


of our wild life, particularly our 
American big game, is a difficult 
one with most animals, but the 
black bears seem to be able to do 
pretty well on their ov n. 


The impression the uninitiated 


have of a bear is one of a clumsy, 
slow, rather stupid giant, which 
should be an easy target for a 
marksman with any reasonable 
degree ot skill. This is far from 
the mark as a bear is one of the 
fastest moving wild animals on 
this continent when he takes the 
notion to turn on the gas and can 
keep up with a thoroughbred race 
horse for a short (Mstance. 


The bear is also a very sly ani- 


mal and 1 rate him about the 
hardest to approach of the entire 
animal kingdom in this country. 
There are many relatively settled 
sections of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and 
Minnesota 
where bear are 


plentiful, and yet few ever see 
them. 
The veteran hunters and 


trappers are baffled by the clever 
bears. 


A bear may frequent a certain 


neighborhood, probably a garbage 
dump back iu the woods, almost 
nightly, and yet watch as they will 
even the most skilled will seldom 
see the animal. He may be heard 
in his peringrinations but seeiug 
him is a differtnt mutter. 


1 have known hunters, before 


there was a closed season on bear, 
to put out a tasty mound of honey 
to entice a bear to come visiting. 
The hunters 
would lie in wait, 


carefully 
concealed 
and in the 


right direction from the honey as 
far as wind was concerned aud yet 
no bear would come around. They 
would leave the honey for a short 
time and when they came back to 
watch some more would find that 
the bear had been ahead of them 
and made off with the delicacy. 


After many years iu the woods 


during which I saw only numerous 
traces of where bears had uproot- 
ed stumps, dug up sand mounds 
of anthills, and gone through ber- 
ry patches with zeal, I finally ran 
into seven bears in one summer 
season. It was a mere matter of 
luck, and on every occasion but 
one I was driving rather speedily 
down a seldom 
traveled 
road 


when I came upon Mr. Bruin 
crossing to some destination. 


Often I have heard bear and 


later seen the tracks to prove that 
a bear had been around. But 
when it came to spotting the bear 
there was no result. 
He was in 


the next county, probably having 
a good bear grin at my expense. 
Bears can take care of themselves 
just about as well as any living 
creature. 
Given half 
a chance 


aud a short open season and they 
will do all right by their popula- 
tion.

Grand Rapids — Pennsylvania 


has spent $750,000 iu the last 20 
years importing and planting cot- 
tontail rabbits from other states 
aud Pennsylvania game men who 
have studied carefully the results 
of the plantings declare the state 
would have done as much to im- 
prove hunting had it cut 750,000 
paper rabbits out of ?1 bills and 
distributed them 
in 
its 
game 


lands. 


That was the 
declaration 
ot 


Paul Hickie, mamalogist of 
the 


state conservation department, at 
a meeting of the recently organ- 
ized AVolverine Cottontail club at 
the Rowe hotel here. The meet- 
ing was attended by about 35 
members of the club. 


Hickie also told the sportsmen, 


in discussing the futility of plant- 
ing rabbits, that similar efforts in 
Ohio and other states have done 
little or nothing to improve rab- 
bit hunting-. 


Kill 2,500,000 


Despite 
widespread 


among hunters that there 
scarcity of cottontails in 
gau. the kill last fall was between 
2.000,000 and 2.500,000, us near- 
ly as the conservation department 
can determine by hunters' 
own 


reports. Hickie said. 
He added, 


however, that, with 500.000 
li- 


censed hunters in the field 
this 


means far fewer rabbits per hun- 
ter than in the days when only 
100,000 hunters went after cot- 
tontails. Hickie expressed the be- 
lief that the steady increase in the 
size, of the hunting nrmy in Mich- 
igan may in part account for the 
growing belief that a rabbit short- 
age exists.

STREAMS ARE 
NOT JUNKYARDS 


Why is it that so many of our 


trout streams, warm water lakes, 
creeks and rivers are regarded by 
many of our citizens as junkyards 
for worn-out commodities? 


Here and there on the stream 


bed of some oC our most beautiful 
streams may be seen old tin cans, 
old automobile tires, broken dish- 
es, and not infrequently the rust- 
ed, battered body of an ancient 
automobile. This careless dump- 
ing of useless articles mars the 
beauty of our streams, they stamp 
them ns resting places for the 
cast-off 
tilings 
of 
human life, 


This type of defilement is clearly 
without excuse, and aroused pub- 
lic opinion should dictate its end. 


Thousands of our 
fishermen 


and outdoor lovers each year seek 
waters many miles from the beat- 
en path. A hard tramp through 
the brush, over steep ridges, holds 
nothing to daunt them. Why, you 
may ask, do they do this when 
beautiful and well stocked waters 
may be more readily accessible? 
Primarily, of course, it is to find 
some lake or stream where few 
others fish. And here again is 
proof that there is still the in- 
stinct of our ancestors coursing 
through their veins—an instinct 
that caused the frontiersmen to 
push beyond the barrier of the 
AUeghenics 
and 
the 
Rockies. 


These fishermen want something 
that is not easily ' 'thin the reach 
of everyone—streams unmarked 
by carelessness. 


Our lakes and streams are rec- 


rontional havens for millions of 
people. 
Obviously, it is to their 


interest that these waters be as 
nature intended them—free from 
the refuse that rightfully belongs 
on 
junkheaps 
or 
in 
disposal 


plants. 


Here is a worthwhile cause for 


the people to champion, a cause 
in which they may take ;m active 
part. 
It may well be advocated 


by 1'aak Walton chapters, con- 
servation clubs, by teachers in our 
schools, by Scoutmaster? to their 
troops, and by organized groups 


growth of public interest in the 
restoration of wild game life in 
this area, iu the view of interested 
observers.

Stress was laid on the 
niauysidedness of the problems in- 
volved, also that fuller public co- 
operation is necessary for their 
solution.

Many Substitutes 


But, you may object, seed costs 


money. That is true and if you 
failed 
to plant sunflowers last 


spring as self-servers yon can for- 
get seeds and the birds will be 
happy with many substitutes you 
can put out. 
Cornmeal or other 


cereal is good. Boiled cornmeal 
mixed with becon grease is accep- 
table to every bird likely to come 
to your feeder. It gets hard and 
gives them "good pecking." 


Those living in rural localities 


will get the little snowbird, the 
slate-colored junco. 
Many have 


barns from which they can salv- 
age chaff, a favorite food of these 
little birds. 
Spread 
it 
on the 


ground or snow. 
After a light 


snowfall they will dig down to the 
chaff, making dark islands where 
they have stirred it up. 


There are a number of easy, 


cheap foods for winter birds. 
Bread crusts, raisins, apples—ce-

wormy meal or meal worms, pop- 
corn, ears of corn or shelled corn 
and squash, pumpkin and melon 
seeds are prime favorites. 


How do the birds prefer to be 


served? All they ask is that food 
is available and they have some 
protection

enemies. 


They like to have a handy bush 
or tree in which they can take 
refuge. 
Old Christmas trees can 


be built into a nice shelter which 
will also deflect the wind. 
Cats 


must be ruled out around feeding 
stations. 


A window shelf is easy to fix 


and 
enables 
you to watch the 


birds while they eat. 
Hoppers 


that automatically renew the feed- 
ing dish are handy for they as- 
sure a steady supply. 
Birds will 


scratch away a light fall of snow 
but heavier snow must be brushed 
away each morning. 


Suet should be put in a wire 


container, else some greedy visitor 
like the bluejay or even a-squir- 
rel will lug it all away. A soap 
shaker is a handy suet container.

If Dad or anyone else in the 


family likes to fish you can find 
something that he will like if you 
sea nthrough the pages of any of

tackle 
catalogs 
or if- you 


browse through the tackle section 
of 
any ' department or sporting 


goods store. 


Price, of course, has a control 


over what can be bought but good 
items can be had in some equip- 
ment without putting a strain on 
the national debt figures. 
There 


are plugs, flies, spoons, hooks of 
all sorts, and such items as string- 
ers, pliers for removing hooks, oil 
for reels, and a host more that are 
certainly not going to break any- 
one. 


Of the more expensive delights 


that may be given an angler there 
are reels, rods, good lines, tackle 


. j boxes and a lot more to ehoosa 
~ from. Good reels can be bought 


quite reasonably, although 
the 


type of reel that will last a life- 
time will make something of a 
dent in the finances. 


Satisfactory reels may be had 


for from five dollars up, but if 
you want to give him or her a 
reel that will be prized through 
the years you had better go higher 
than the minimum mentioned. 
When you get up into the twenty- 
five dollar class you have some- 
thing as neat as a good watch and 
above that figure there are real 
gems. 


Rods 
present about the same 


price range that is offered by 
reels. This is more true of the 
bamboo rods 
thazi of the steel 


products. Good steel rods may be 
bought cheaper than good bamboo 
but in either case it does not pay 
to skimp. You get what you pay 
for in either instance. 


It 
doesn't pay to buy cheap 


lines for gifts or personal use.

Even Set-Fire Handicap 


Didn't Boost Figure

Lzinsing—In spite of a 30,000- 


acre 
fire 
loss handicap, Michi- 


gan's forest fire suppression forc- 
es have held the state's loss in 
1939 to 46,876 acres, three-tenths 
of one per cent of the 15,391,838 
acres guarded. 
Three deliberately-set fires im- 


posed the handicap. One man is 
serving a prison sentence for his 
part in the $200,000 fire which 
swept 30,000 acres in the Presque 
Isle state forest in Moutmoreney 
county the weekend of May 7. 
The 1939 fire report lists 1,140 
fires. 
Not since 1933 has the forest 


fire loss reached as much as one 
pe- cent of the acreage protected. 
In 1935, 1937 and 193S the loss 
was one-tenth of one per cent and. 
in 1934 and 1936, three-tenths of 
one per cent. 
New Towers 


Prolonged dry weather this fall 


created an 
extremely high fire

when careless hunters caused a

fires. 
To speed work of fire suppres-

Request Auctions 


Of State Tax-Land 


Lansing,—Approximately 225.- 


000 acres of tax delinquent land 
now held by the state in the 47 
counties north of the Miiskegon- 
Bay City line will be offered at 
public auction next, spring on re- 
quest of about 900 former owners 
who seek opportunity to 
repur- 


chase. 


The figures are announced to- 


day by the lands division of the 
department of conservation which 
is completing a check of applica- 
tions which flooded the office dur- 
ing final hours of the 30-day pe- 
riod of grace ending December 3. 
Owners of record at the time of 
the -lay, 193S tax sale were eligi- 
ble to make application during the 
period for the anctioning of lands 
to which they surrendered title 
November 3.

At the spring auction 
anyone 


may bid, but no bid for less than 
25 percent of the 1939 valuation 
of the property will be received.

payment plan, and may regain the 
land with a 20 percent down pay- 
ment, while others mnst pay cash.

Field, Dayton, Ohio, told another 
story. 
Every national champion 


was relegated to the ranks of the 
buck private. Even the great Joe 
Hiestand, from Hillsboro, Ohio, 
who had broken 900 straight tar- 
gets for a new long run record, 
fell before the "dark horses." 


The star 
of the '39 Grand 


American was P. O. Harbage, a 
West Jefferson, 
Ohio, 
farmer. 


This 40-year-old shotgun expert 
came to the Grand American with 
just one convincing performance 
to his credit at past trapshooting 
events, and that was a class cham- 
pionship 
which 
he won at the 


Ohio state shoot in June. He was- 
n't even the Ohio state champion. 


New Champ a Surprise 


Harbage, who had been shoot- 


ing at a 9S per cent clip up to the 
Ohio state shoot, broke through 
with a rush when he scored a 100 
straight on Preliminary day at the 
Grand American. Ttat was Fri- 
day, August IS. The nest day he 
slammed out a 99 and that meant 
the big 200-pound Ohioan was 
hot. Sunday was Open Champion- 
ship day and the hot shots of trap- 
shooting 
Harbage 


were 


had 


on hand. True, 
broken a 100 


straight on Friday, but he had 
been defeated in the shootoff by 
one of the shooters who had tied 
him. Now a 99 out of 100 is a 
great score at trapshooting—but 
not so big at the Grand-American. 
It happened that there were just 
six 100 straights the day that 
Harbagc broke his 99.

Still, our Buck-eye entry had to

It was gener- 
ally conceded that the champion- 
ship lay between Mrs. Roy Mea- 
dows, Des Moines, Iowa; Mrs. W. 
D. Treadway, Jessup, Md.; Miss 
Florence Mos, Cincinnati, Ohio; 
Bunny Sanders, Keyser, W. Va., 
and several others I might men- 
tion. Mrs. Gilbert was not even, 
given an outside chance. She had 
been 
shooting clay targets for 


only four months—with mediocre 
scores—so the handicappers had 
little knowledge of her true abil- 
ity.
